GRIEVED OFFICERS 
ATTEMPT SUICIDE. 


LOSS OF $15,000 FOR BLANKETS. 


~ That a sum of $15,000 entrusted 


to him by Dr. Sun Yatesen for the 
purchase of blankets for troops at 
the front, was taken away by a 
‘colledgite who has absconded, was 
the report made to the police by 
Wu Iu-ping, described as a clerk 
in the ‘Generalissimo’s service, at 
present staying at the Astor House, 
in room, No. 49: 

“In connection with this report 
there took place an attempted 
double suicide near the Harbour 
Office yesterday, when Chan 
King-chor and Yeung Kak-to, 
said to be officers in the 3rd 
division, Yunnanese.Army, jumped 
together into the harbour.

When these 
wera added, five years later, the 
bicycle proper came into existence. 

By degrees the bone-shaker, with 
its two nearly equal wheels, deve-

As a machine specially designed 
for the purpose committing 
involuntary suicide, the.“ordinary” 
took a lot of .beating. The rider 
was perched on the exact top of a 
wheel about five feet high, with an 
inconsiderable little roller of a 
trailing wheel behind, and nothing 
whatever to hold him'up in front. 

As a result, the smallest check or 
jolt to the big wheel upset the 
balance of the whole contrivance, 
and the rider was flung forward 


.face downward on the ground. 


This was known as taking ; a header, 
or cominga" iS cropper,” a“ howler,” 
a mucker,” “buster,” 

** purler.” 

This dangerous type of machine 
was superseded by various types of 
so-called “safety” bicycles. 
driving power, however, was still 
conveyed direct to the front wheel 
by the pedals, and it was not until 
the invention of the reardriven 
machine, in 1867, that the bicycle 
_| really came into its own. 

The invention of the pneumatic 
tyre, by Mr. J.B. Dunlop, in 1888, 
ensured its permanent populatity, 
ae is proved by the fact that to-day, 
despite the advent ‘of the * motor- 
bike,” there are more pedal+ 
propelled bicycles on the road than 
ever before.
